ich Cairo likes to float oc- 
casionally, the unusually enthusiastic 
reception given them by some Western 
politicians and editorial writers must 
Jead us to wonder why they seem to 
hang on every little hint issuing from 
the Arab world which does not call 
specifically for the destruction of the 
Jewish state. | 

Ῥι the world has become ac- 
enstomed to the grotesque situation in 
which when the Arabs say they want 
to annihilate Israel, this is considered 
to be the normal state of affairs, and 
not one eyebrow is any longer lifted. 
But when they deviate from this po- 
licy and say milder things, this calls 
forth an outpour of tulatory 
words coupled with criti remarks 
about Israeli rigidity and inflexibility. 

It_is obvious that the Arabs have 
decided not to negotiate with us now, 
and thet all our declarations have 
fallen on the deaf ears of our neigh- 
bours. But we must not forget that at 
the same time we are also waging 2 
battle for world public opinion (with- 
out entering into a definition of this 
elusive quantity, its importance and 
influence in shaping the policy of gov- 


ernments). Ν 

Judging by the interest now shown 
jn the world whenever the Arabs say 
something moderate, perhaps the time 
has come for Israel to take the initia- 
tive from Cairo and launch its own 
peace offensive. The world would like, 
apparently, to get an inkling of what 
Israel is thinking of the future. The 
great interest shown abroad in the 
Allon Plan ἃ few months ago is an 
indication of the natural desire of Bee 
ple to see tension reduced in the Mid- 
d@e East. and to hear Israel spell out 
some of her terms for.a change. 

The prevailing mood.in Israel is to 
preserve our peace plans for the nego- 
tiation table, if and when the Arabs 
agree to sit with us (with or without 
Dr. Jarring). This is supported by the 
majority of the people and their lead- 
ers, as the premature disclosure of any 
fenuine peace plan may disarm some 
of our friends, but will invite pressure 
from our enemies. 

A. vear after the Six Day War we 
could now present our plan of peaceful 
co-existence with the Arabs in Israeli- 
held territories, as it has been carried 
ou. This has proved to be most suc- 
cessful in virtually every phase and in 
all spheres and should point the way 
to future relations not only with the 
Palestinian Arabs, but with other Arabs 
85 well. 

Our peace offensive must be based 
on a very simple premise: Our positive 
record of the one-year occupation to- 
gether with the clear statement that 
we can maintain the existing status quo 
for as long a time as need be, an 
that we see no compelling reason to 
change this stand unlegs direct tal 
are to take place on which cooperation 
leading to normal relations can be based. 
We could launch a major offensive on 
this achievement alone. and have no 
reason to be on the defensive. We can- 


not altogether expect the outside world 1 


to appreciate how meaningless the 
Egyptian offers are, or how little effect 
a promise of peace made to Dr. Jarring 
would have on Egyptian actions if it 
allowed them to regain Sinai. But we 
¢annot and must not let Cairo call the 
shots whenever they feel like it.

JN 19-year-old Melanie Hope, of Pre- 

toria, arrived to spend two weeks with 
Mr. and Mrs. James Brown, of New Jer- 
sey, In the United States, she did not 
have the slightest suspicion that she waa 
being the victim of a plot to “subvert” 
the South African way of life. She dis- 
covered this only when a storm broke 
out in her home town, Pretoria. — be- 
cause her hosts, Mr. and Mrs. Brown, 
were American Negroes. . : 

Melanie had visited the United States 
under tue American Field Service student 
exchange scheme, which is unpopular in 
government circles.in South Africa. Lead- 
jug right-wing supporters of Mr. Vorster's 
Government immediately decided that Me- 
Janie's billeting with the Browns was the 
result of some Kind of conspiracy by: the 
A.F.S. 

The views of these right-wing supporterg 
were expressed forcibly by the Reverend 
Daniel de Beer, pabilc morals secretary 
of the biggest of the three: Dutch Re- 
formed Churches in South Africa, who 
said: “This is a clear case of indoctrina- 
tion and subversion of the South African 
way of life, and of the South African 
ethnic policy of separate freedoms of the 
yarious peoples of South Africa. 

“One must protest against this clear 
attempt of American Uberaliam trying to 
impose American views of religion and 
meralg on the South African youth,” de- 
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clared Mr. de-Beer, “and particularly’ of

Shortly before Melanie returned to 
South Africa, another 19-year-old girl, 
Marianne Garisch, a first-year student at 
the University of Stellenbosch, spent two 
nights and 8. day with 2 Negro family. 
Ber mother, Mrs. Garisch, has spoken out 
strongly in support of the A.F.S. 

She gaid: “We are grateful to the 
AF.S. for the wonderful opportunity it 
gave our daughter to go to America. We 
can speak of the A.F.S only: with the 
highest praise. Marianne wrote to us 
from the United States about her stay 
with a Negro family. They were fine 
people with a high standard of living — 
they are people of our own standards.”

A columnist in a leading pro-Govern- 
ment newspaper hag also expressed his 
distaste for the fuss. He blamed a hand- 
ful of right-wing Government supporters 
who, he safd, had exploited the Melanie 
Hope incident in order to try to discredit 
all the “outward-looking” policies of the 
Prime Minister, Mr. Vorster.

“Cutting budgets, or at least freezing 
them,” Mr, Sharef ‘declared firmly. “This 
will compel the gradual elimination of 
what Sapir calls ‘concealed unemploy- 
ment’. It ia possible to use less personnel 
for accomplishing the same jobs. As civil 
servants retire, careful thought should be 
given before recruiting a sucgesgor. In 
the administrative and clerical flelds par- 
ticularly, those that are left should work 
harder. 

Mr. Sharef Is not afraid of hard work. 
lAt the age of 14 he left cheder or- 
religious school, and toiled for five years 
as a goldsmith. In 1925, he left Izvor 
(in the Bukovine region of Rumania) for 
Palestine. “Why at that particular time?” 
we queried, "J wanted to go earlier, but 
had to wait for an immigration certi- 


ficate." His brother llveg in Rumania 
to this day. 


Kibbutz start 


Mr. Sharer started as a kibbutz mem- 
ber. His first public post came in 1935, 
as secretary of the Histadrut sports or- 
ganization Ha'Poel. Soon he was involved 
in the defence establishment, becoming de- 
puty to Shaul Avigur in the Intelli- 
gence Service. As the State was pro- 
claimed, Mr. Sharef found himself Se- 
cretary. of the Government. 

He played αὶ major role in building 
up the public service, first asx Civil ser- 
vice Commissioner, later as head of the 
State's revenue department, He knows 
how it all works, the need for insight, 
Patience, persistence. 

We asked him whether the exports he 
has worked so hard to cultivate will 
not be affected by the present internal 
boom. Ia Mr. Sharef's view, exporters, 
would be well advised not to imperil 
the links they have buiit up patiently 
with foreign buyers. The old-timers are 
mostly careful, he said, and do not hop 
from one bandwagon onto another. Those 
who came into the export business 
during the recent recession — some do 
stick to this new commitment, some do 
not. Export business has become more 
profitable now, he points out, thanks to 
higher efficieacy and better marketing, 
also better prices at this moment in 
world trade. In conclusion, he {ts confi- 
dent that Israel's industrialists will fulfil 
the present year's export target. 

Mr. Sharef is already working hard 
on next year's budget. What will it look 
like? He cannot say yet, but common 
sense suggests it will be a Budget of 
restraint. What about the Eeonomic Con- 
ference? He recommended that the Prims

WASHINGTON (Ofns).—

reaction to the Repub- 
liean ticket chosen last 
week In Miam! Beach re-~ 
malns one of unenncealed 
delight. A typically gloat- 
ing comment came recent- 
ly from a member of Vice- 
President Hubert Humph- 
rey's staff: “Sure,” he said, 
“we always knew we'd get 
Nixon, but we never dared 
to hope for someone like 
Governor Agnew in the se- 
cond spot. I tell you, fac- 
ing a reactionary ticket 
like that has solved a lot 
of our problems.” 

Yet the declslons made 
at the Republican Ccnven- 
tion in Miami Beach last 
week have not just en- 
couraged the Democratic 
Party high command; they 
have also provided Vice~ 
President Humphrey with 
a definite personal hoost. 

The only serious danger 
to his prospects of being 
the Democratic nominee 
has always Jain in the 
threat that the party might 
eventually feel the irresis- 
tible urge to try to get 
away from his post and 
find a fresh face to put 
before the electurate. But 
that is not ἃ pressure that 
anyone needs to be con- 
cerned about any more: if 
the Nixon-Agnew combina- 
tion has indicated one 
thing above anything else, 
it is that the Republicans 
are already further down 
Memory Lane than the De- 
mocrats. 

Understandably, Vice-Pre« 
sident Humphrey's own 
mood is now one of sub- 
Mme confidence — confi- 
dence not only that he will 
gain his party’s nomina- 
tion later this month, but 
also go on and win con- 
vincingly the election in 
November. 

Nor at Jeast on the first 
alm is that confidence with 
out foundation. The Iatest 
private Humphrey delegate 
count for Chicago actual- 
ly gives the Vice-President 
1,900 votes — or 300 more 
than he or his supporters 
are ready to confess to in 
public, With only 1,912 
votes needed for the nomi- 
nation it is hard to dis- 
agree with the Humphrey 
campaign managers’ own 
assessment —- backed up

“They told me that if peace were estab- 
lished, Israel's more advanced techaclogy 
and industry would displace inferior Egyp- 
tian goods In all the Markets.” he sald. 
He added that several of the young in- 
tellectuals he had talked to claimed that 
the very shirts they were wesring, which 
bote πὸ label, were made in Lerael, 
smuggied in and sold because they were 
superior and cheaper to the Egyptian 
goods, “They are convineed that if peace 
is made, Israel which even now manages 
te get its goods Into Arab countries, not 
to mention Asia and Africa, despile all 
the boycott efforts, would swamp Egypt 
oft the markets.” 

Anti-Nasser jokes 


He also found that a whole “under- 
ground” of politteal, mainly anti-Nusser 
jokes had been developed in Egypt, as a 
sort of compensation for the very strict 
official censorstip and lack of treedom 
of speech. He bad even written down 
some of them, like Moshe Dayan phoning 
Nasser's residence at the number 48-58- 
67, or the racing car that won easily be- 
cause the front wheels were made In 
Egypt and the rear ones to Israel, chas- 
ing them. “My friends told me that Nas- 
ser is very concerned about these jokes 
and that he has a special Intelligence 
braneh whose job it is to collect them 
aad inform him." he said. He also was 
told by some of hiy contacts that “Nas- 
ser is the hest Egyptian President for 
Israel," and that they blamed him per- 
sonally for the June war debacle, He had 
seen sandbags and antl-splinter brickwalls 
all over Cairo, put up after the war. 
“Qne joke claims that one of Nasser’s 
ministers must have an interest in the 
brick business.” he noted. 

He had also had Russians pointed out to 
him in the streets, and found that the 
Egyptians resent the Russian take-over. 
“The intellectuals know that the Russuns 
are in virtual political control now, and 
are unhappy aod afraid about it." Never- 
thelegs they claimed that “we know Rus- 
sla is using us but we're using them too, 
te get our revenge on Israel one day.” 
Ia the Army, while the Russians had 
been “advisers” until last June, “they 
Seem to be in complete command now,” 
to the resentment of the Egyptian of- 
ficers, several hundred of whom had got 
into on actual fist fight with the 
Russians near the Suez Canal about three 
weeks ago, according to “a very persis- 
tent and apparently extremely rellaole re- 
port” circulating In Cairo. 

After Cairo Mr. Rosen spent another 
where he found

He im- 
tends returning home hy October 1, to 
open a private law practice and start 
lecturing on a political-economic analysis 
of U.S. Involvement in Asia and the Mid- 
East, based on his personal, two-year ex- 
perience, “Except for the air fares, and 
the 8,000 colour slides I photographed, I 
shan’t exceed my budget of 52,000. 
And 1 wag never sick for the whole trip 
either,” he told me with satisfaction.

ed the initial three months by a day or 
by nine months: πὸ pro-rated taxation is 
possible, The next reguit, of course, is 
that, like other short-term, visitors, T

The Finance Ministry replies 

The defence tax is payable once yearly 
along with the licence fee. It does not 
fall within the category of pro-rated 
taxes, which are assessed in direct pro- 
portion to the number of months within 
the calendar or fiscal year that the 
vehicle is maintained. The renewal of 
the licence itself is likewise effected once 
a year, etther from ihe date of acquist- 
tion of the vehicle or from the month 
in which it. was licensed. Nevertheless, 
we are currently considering a sugges- 
tion to revoke this tax or to transfer it 
to the framework of ancther law, in 
which case the assessment itself might 
be altered. 

With regard to property. tax, the in- 
formation specified in the letter is in- 
correct, for this tax is pro-rated in direct 
proportion to the number of months the 
vehicle will be maintained until the end 
ot the fiscal year (the fiscal year com~ 
mences April 1 and terminates March 
31 of the following year). 

Please note, also, that the defence and 
property tax to which the writer ts sub- 
ject per annum does not, as he specified, 
come to IL700; perhaps he included the 
licence fee within this sum. Even then 
it would be relevant only in the case of 
ay exceptionally large car.

in 1885 at the age of 45. Franz Kafka 
came here in search of a cure, and his 
Physician, Dr. Joseph Kohn, ‘emigrated 
from Merano to Israel after the war. Dr. 
Chaim Welamann also used to come to 
Merano on Boliday. 

' Merano has a fine synagogue, opened 
in 1901. Today services are held on Holy 
Days and on rare occasions, A few years 
ago. the synagogue was daubed with 
anti-Jewish slogans and swasitkas. Merano 
no longer has a rabbl or Hebrew teacher; 
for festtvals, a rabbi or cantor from 
Verona comes to Merano. 

The German-speaking population of Me- 
Taro ls known for its anti-Semitiam. Whea 
the Germans marched into Merano In Sep- 
tember 1943, the German-speaking citi- 
zens eagerly helped to deport the Jews.

Near this 
town, the Nazis printed their counterfeit 
dollars and pounds sterling. 

About two months ago, the members of 
ths Jewish community of Merano, Bolzano 
and the surrounding villages elected 2 
new president, the young and energetic 
Dr. Frederico Steinhaus. His main task 
as president of the Jewish community, 
ig to care for the upkeep of πὲ" syna- 
gogue and cemetéry, and to find a cantor 
for the Holy Days. He intends, for the 
first time, to organize a communal seder, 
and from time to time to keep Jewish 
interest alive by showing Israeli films. He 
is very pessimistic about the survival of 
the Jewish community. 


In the second half of July, 8 local” 


shopkeeper was offered 50 bara of soap 
by a widow who had found them in her 
cellar. Her husband — go she said — 
had bought them from the German mili- 
tary stores during the war. The shop- 
keeper exhibited the 50 δοὰρ bars in a 
transparent plastic container in his win- 
dow. An Htallan Catholic of Merano, who 
had been interned in Buchenwald, recog- 
nized them immediately as “Judenseife,” 
the soap distributed by the S.S. to in- 
mates in the concentration camp. Hach 
bar has an engraved number, 1, on it 
and the letters ROP, Reichsindustriefett 
(German Fats Industry). When the Italian 
informed the shopkeeper that the soap 
was made of human fat, he stopped sel- 
ling it and Dr. Steinhaus bought it all 
for 5,000 lires. He reported it to the 
police who confiscated the soap and sent 
a few bars to Rome for analysis. The 
resuits are expected In about two months. 


According to some sources it will be. 


most difficult to analyse whether the 
soap is made of human or animal fat arter 
a lapse of 25 years. 5 

At the end of July, Dr. Steinhaus re- 
ceived an anonymous threateniag - note, 
posted in Merano: “Next time we shall 
not just cut off the grisly snake'g. tail 
but its head, After the final extermina- 
tion of the Jews, soon to take place, 
there will be soap made of 24 million 
Jews.” The mote concludes with “Heil 
Hitler” and “Heil Bormann, may God 
grant him a long life.’ 

I have just visited Merano, and when 
I saw women in the bierkeHe, I won- 
dered whether the Mengeles, Bormanns 
and Goerings were there among them dis- 
cussing Nazi affairs.

: Gaza fruit caught 


on way to B’sheba

BEERSHEBA. — In a dawn swoop yes- 
terday, police, military police and muni- 
cipality officials caught and turned back 
over a hundred vehicles attempting to 
bring fruit and vegetables from the Gaza 
area into Beersheba. Twelve persons who 
had already. put up stalls in the market to 
sell the contraband were arrested. 

The swoop was made as a result of a 
strike threat by local greengrocers who 
complained that they were being undercut 
-by the fruit-smugglers from Gaza (as re- 
parted in yesterday's Jerusalem Post}. 

A high-ranking officer of the civilian 
administration of the Gaza Military Gov- 
ernment told The Jerusalem Post that the 
, Ministry. of Agriculture does not permit 
‘the import of any produce trom Gaza. The 
Military Government makes every effort to 
put a halt to the smuggling but is ham- 
pered by a shortage of manpower. 


| Engineers to 
fight delay 


in law 


TEL AVIV. — Bitter complaints against 
the Government's decision to postpone once 
more the publication of the eers and 
Architects Regulations were voiced yes- 
terday by the Engineers and Architects 
Association. At 2 press conference here, 
the spokesman of the Association, Mr. El- 
hhanan Pelles, and the ‘national secretary 
of the Engineers Union, Mr. Gustav Bad- 
jan, told reporters that ail the engineers 
and architects in the country were unified 
in their opposition to this further delay. 

The Regulations, which were due to 
come out on Sunday, were referred: by the 
Government to an expert committee to be 
set Up under a judge. The publication of 
the Regulations was. now set for March 31, 
1969, after the committee has reported. 

The Regulations are expected to de- 
marcate the exact field of work of quali- 
fied engineers and architects, as distinct 
from technicians, . 

‘The spokesman charged that the post- 
ponement of the ‘Regulations was an ex- 
ample of the definite bias against academic 

6] which existed in the higher 
echelons -of Government and - Histadrut 
circles. The postponement, they added, 
would adversely affect the economic growth 
of the country. 

The central committeeg of the two or- 
ganizations are due to meet next week to 
decide on common action. to oppose the 
post} One step which might be 
taken is the withdrawal of engineers and 
architects from the Council of Engineers 
and Architects.

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Four remanded 
in ‘Givatayim 
bank robbery 


TEL AVIV, — Four young men accused 
by police of armed robbery at the Dis- 
count Bank branch in Givatayim on Tues- 
day were yesterday remanded in custody 
for 15 days. The men, named as Issn. 
char Sharabi, Yoran Katzir, David Zuke, 
and Shlomo Orpelil, denied the charges, 

Police told the magistrate’s court that 
Sharabi and Katzir were arrested in 2 
house Where the stolen cash and the 
Weapon allegedly used in the hold- 
up were found. The house is owned by 
Zuka and Orpelli. 

Each of the accused were charged se- 
parately to prevent any contact between 
them. 

Sharabi, 27, married, with a son, 
said be had walked into the fiat, 
only a few minutes before the arrest, 
to ask about renting a room. When the 
Police pointed out that he was dressed 
only in swimming-trunks, Sharabi ex- 
Plained: “My trousers were torn and I 
asked if I could change them.” 

Yoram Katzir, 22, declared he had no- 
thing to say. 

Zuka, 18, was arrested when he arrived 
at the house a short time after the first 
two were picked up. Police sald they 
found IL450 in notes in his pockets, the 
same amount that was missing from the 
sultcase containing the loot — 150,800. 

Zuks, said the money had come from 
8. building contractor, to buy windows for 
@ new apartment block. 

According to the police, the contractor 
denied having given Zuka any Money, 
and said that he had arranged a meet- 
ing with the accused for 7.30 thet morn- 
ing, but Zuka had not turned up. 

Zuka told the Court that he was due 
to enter a frogmen’s unit of the navy 
next week. The Judge said the Army 
would be informed of Zuka's arrest, so 
he would not be considered a deserter. 

Last accused, Shlomo Orpelll, had ap- 
peared at the police station of his own 
accord when he found out that police had 
called at his home while searching for a 
fourth man. He said he was in town on 
holiday from his kibbutz. He had spent 
the whole of Tuesday morning at the 
éraft board, “and could prove it.” He also 
told the Judge that he was to be inducted 
next Tuesday. Orpelli also said he had 
been in a road accident a fortnight ago, 
and still needed medical treatment. 

The police claimed that his alibi had 
been found to be part of the robbery 
plans, The police further said that al- 
though he had in fact been in a road 
accident, he was now well enough to be 
able to ride a motor-cycle. 

The Judge banned publication of photos 
of the’ accused, so as not to interfere with 
identity parades to be held as part of 
the investigation. (iim) 


Meir Simon held for 
24 hours as IL2m. 
fraud suspect 


Businessman Meir Simon was remanded 
in custody for 24 hours by the Magis- 
trate's Court here yesterday, on charges 
of forgery and obtaining money under 
false pretences. This short period was at 
the request of Simon's lawyers who claim- 
ed that they had not had the oppcrtunity 
to speak to their client since his return 
from abroad on Wednesday night. 

Chief Inspector Sharef, of the Tcl Aviv 
police, told the court that police were still 
investigating Simon's activities. He is 
suspected of having stolen some IL2m. 
from various banks. The police asked for 
a remand of 15 days to continue their in- 
vestigations. 

Simon was arrested in Italy at the re- 
quest of the Israeli police through Interpol.

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Amos’ city, Tekoa, found 


A portion of the ancient city of Tekoa, home of the Prophet Amos, has been 
uncovered by an American archaeological expedition, half-way between .Beth- 
lehem and Hebron, the expedition claimed yesterday. 


At the site, some four kilometres south 
of Mount Herod, a rich tomb containing 
Tamps, bowls, and juglets from the [ron 
Age, about 800-700 ECE. was found 
The tomb also yielded bronze spearheads 
and other objects dating from the an- 
cieot Israelite occupation of the site. 

Perhaps the most important find was 
the discovery of a church which, the ex- 
pedition reporis, may be the Byzantine 
Monument hullt in honour of Amos and 
Known to have existed at Tekoa. 

The expedition was’ ted hy Martin 
H. Heicksen, Associate Professor οἵ 
Archatology at Wheaton College in Ππ- 
linois. A continuation of the work Its 
Plannec for the 1969 season, including 
completion of the exhaustive environmental 
study begun this year. 

Twenty-one staff members from various 
Amerlean schools assisted the expedition 
in specialized fields or served as student 
assistants. More than 50 local workmen 
were employed in the actual digging. 

The expedition noted that permission for 
the dig, first obtained from the Amman 
authorities, but not taken up, wag granted 
anew by. the Israel Government last year. 


SEARCH FOR HYKSOS 


“TEL AVIV. — Digging up.the secrets of 


the Hyksos, who once ruled Egypt, is the 
aim of this year's archaeological expedi- 
tlon at Yavne Yam, near Kibbutz Pale 
mahim. It is under the direction of Dr. 
Ya'akov Kaplan of the Tel Aviv-Jaffa 
Museum of Antiquities. 

Little Is Known about the Hyksos, Se- 
mites who lived in this area some 4,000 
years ago. Important to early Biblical 
history, the Hyksos brought to this coun- 
try. auch new Ideas as the vertical loom, 
the horse and chariot, and the use of 
bronze. 

The expedition, which wil) continue 
through September, has already attracted 
volunteers from Israel, the U.S., Britain 
and Switzerland. There is work for more, 
and those interested may contact the 
Museum, telephone 825375.

State defeated in 
appeal on 
land transfer 


The State has no more right to refuse 
the free transfer of its land than any 
other citizen, without good reason. This 
was decided in a Supreme Cour: deci- 
sion allowing an appeal from tie Haifa 
District Court yesterday. 

The case concerned a plot οἱ 390 du- 
nams of land near Halfa which was leased 
by the Israel Land Development Com- 
Rany from the Mandatory Governonient in 
1934. On the establishment of the State 
the land passed to the Government of 
Isracl. 

In 1953. the ILDC agreed to give the 
land to the Haifa Municipality for a hous- 
ing project, Registration of the transfer 
in the Tabu i Land Registry) was delayed 
until two years ago, and when Lie par- 
ties finully got down tu recording the 
transfer, they were opposed by th Gov- 
ernment’s Lands Authority. This latter 
claimed that the land was required for 
public purposes and refused its consent — 
ἃ necessary prerequisite — to the entry 
in the Tabu. 

ILDC asked the Halta court for a dee- 
Taration that the Land Authority's stand 
was Megal — but they were turned down. 

The Supreme Court reversed the Haifa 
Court's decision, explaining that the 
Lands Authority had not given any reason 
why they should be given preferential 
tresinient. and accepting ILDe's claim 
that. under normal circumstances, the 
Government had no preater right than 
ἃ private individual in the field of lond 
transfer.

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Solel Boneh rebuked 
for reneging on 
Haifa Port deal

TEL AVIV. — The Secretary-General of 
the Histadrut, Mr. Aharon Becker, yes~- 
terday took the Solel Boneh management 
to task for pulling back from its original 
intention to form a joint porterage com- 
pany with the Haifa Port. Speaking to 
members of the Histadrut Central Com- 
mittee and the Secretariat of Hevrat Ov- 
dim, Mr. Becker said the Histadrut could 
not permit managers of Histadrut-spon- 
sored companies to change assignments 
set them by the proper Histadrut bodies. 


A conumittee is to be formed to investi- 
gate this particular case, 


Mr. Becker also criticised the Ports 
Authority for what he called its unilateral 
decision to buy up the United Port Ser- 
vices, a Solel Boneh body which is at pre- 
sent responsible for porterage at Haifa. 


Με. Zvi Rechter, General Manager of 
Solel Boneb, said his company simply 
stated its conviction that there was no 
economic reason for a joint company 
with the Ports Authority. "Either we 
handle the porterage alone, or let the 
Ports Authority do it.” While wages rose 
by 26 per cent in the past year, tariffs 
increased by 10 per cent only. The Ports 
Authority was able fo compensate hy 
playing with tariffs. while a private com- 
pany could not do it. However, it was 
only 4a recommendation, not a decision. 
on the part of Solel Boneh, Mr. Rechter 
stressed. 


A spokesman for the Ports Authority 
last olght reiterated that the Authority 
saw ne basis for a partnership with So- 
Jel Boneh. However, should the Histadrut 
approach it again, it woild not refuse to 
re-examine the whole issue, “just to show 
our good will,”

MAJD EL-SHAMS. — Local autonomy is 
to be given to the Druse on the Golan 
Helghis for the first time in their history. 
There was none under French or Syrian 
rule. The civil authorities and Military 
Government have decided to set up coun- 
οἰ in each of five localities: Majd el- 
Shams, Masada, Ein Kinjya, She‘eta aad 
Bukeah. 


Each council will have five to nine mem-— 


bers, representing the various clans, They- 
will have authority to run village affairs, 
collect rates. and initiate development 
projects. The government will make each 
locality a grant of ILU5 per resident per 
year, as is the Israel practice. The Mili- 
tary Governor will appoint the committees 
on the basis of Syrian laws, without chang- 
ing the status of the territory and in ac- 
cordance with the regulations of the Geneva 
Convention on the Administration of Oc- 
eupled Territory. 


MIG PILOTS SEND 
REGARDS THROUGH 
ISRAEL RADIO 


TEL AVIV. — The two Syrian plots who 
landed in thelr Mig-17 jets on Monday, 
sent regards to their families over Kol 
Yisrael's Arabic service last night. 

Lieutenant Walid Adham, asked by the 
interviewer how he felt, answered: “I am 
all right, and In excellent health.”

Labour leaders still unable 
to decide on ties with Mapam

TEL AVIV. — The Labour leadership 
bureau yesterday failed to formulate a 
party line on an alignment with Mapam. 
Fourteen members are still on the speak- 
ers' list for the next meeting, which will 
take place in a fortnight, when Mr. Esh- 
kel will have completed his holiday. 

Meanwhile, Mapam’'s Political Commit- 
tee yesterday announced that the ball 
was mow in the hands of the Labour 
Party, and that “certain programmatic 
differences” still existed between the 
views of the two parties on future co- 
operation. There was no possibility of 
learning Mapam's reaction to the delay 
in Labour deliberation on the subject, as 
ou Thursday most Mapam leaders return 
to thelr kibbutzim for the week-end. 

At the Labour meeting, Mrs. Golda 
Meir. former Secretary-General of the 
Party, made an impassioned plea to 
“seize the opportunity” and strike a deal 
with Mapam. That party's chang of at- 
tltude towards the Soviet Union was of 
“momentous Importance” In the history 
ΟἹ Labour movement in Israel. “If we 
part ways with Mapam now, the oppor- 
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tunity for an understanding Will be lost 
and relations wil! exacerbate,” she..sald. 

The main stumbling block Is Mapam's 
insistence on maintaining a separate fac- 
tion in the Histadrut, and that Arab 
members be incorporated in the joint 
Knesset lst; “There are practically no 
ideological differences between us. Mr. 
Reuven Barkatt, who headed the sub- 
committee on political and economic 16- 
sues of the alignment, said, Mapam hard- 


ly offered any ideological challenge for _ 


Labour negotiators, the main difficulty 
lay in finding appropriate formulae. 
These, Mr, Barkatt felt, would be found 
lf a renewed effort were made. 

The Bureau yesterday elected ἃ 15-man 
committee, headed by the Minister of 
Justtee, Mr. Ya'acov Shimshon Shapiro, to 
define rules and procedures in the Party. 
An 18-man committee under Mr. Avraham 
Ofer will prepare the forthcoming census 
of Party members. 

The Minister responsible for informa- 
tion, Mr. Israel Galili, told ‘“Davar", in 
an interview being published today, that 
the Labour Party would assume “grave 
responsibility” if the effort to close the 
gap with Mapam 15 not followed up. “On 
principle, Arabs are entitled to be elected 
on a joint list with the Jews, though onc 
should consult the Arabs themselves on 
the issue.” 


Malawi refuses 
to attend O.A.U. 
talks in Algiers. . 


BLANTYRE (Reuter). — Malawi will not 
attend the Organization of African Unity 
(O.A.U.} summit conference next month 
in Algiers upless-it is transferred outside 
the ‘Arab world, the External Affairs Min- 
istry announced here yesterday. 

The Ministry said in a statement: “In 
the present atmosphere between Arab 
countries and Malawi—particularly Egypt, 
Syria and Algeria—the safety of .Malawi's 
delegation at the summit meeting cannot 
be guaranteed.” Relation between the 
countries have been strained because Ma- 
lawi is receiving military and technica] aid 
from Israel. 

The statement added that Malawi coulé 
not “Ignore the fact that Algeria has al- 
jowed herself to be a lair for international 
air pirates.” It saiq Algeria hag allowed 
rebelg against President Kumuzi Banda 
to be trained in sabotage and guerrilla 
warfare on her soil. 
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‘Gaiecne Court says Israel rule in 
new areas- must be incorrupt 


“We want the Arabs to see that Israel 
rule is not only good for them, but is also 
uncorrupt,” the Deputy President of the 
Supreme Court, . attics Silberg, said yes- 
terday. He rejected. the appeal’ of a po- 
lice sergeant against his conviction and 
one-year sentence for selling Military Gov- 
ernment permits to West Bank Arabs. 

The prisoner, ex-police sergeant Zion 
Irani, was arrested for selling the per- 
mits to sell farm produce in Israel. He 
told detectives that a major in the Mi- 
litary Government was behind the racket. 
This officer was arrested and tried. Irani 
was dismissed from the polfce force, and 
loses his pension rights. 

Justice Silberg also yesterday rejected 
the appeal of a man jailed for four years 
for swindling @ West Bank resident. 
Posing as a soldier, he told the man 
that he would free his “jalied’ sons for 
cash.

‘All right, we'll 
fast’ says — 
Rishon’s mayor

RISHON LEZION. — Mayor Arye Shef- 
tel declared yesterday “if by fasting we 
ean beat the Dan sewage scheme, then 
we will fast and call it the Krinitzi fast.” 
The Mayor was replying in a meeting with 
the press, to the conference last Tuesday 
of the mayors of Tel Aviv, Ramat Gan, 
Givatayim, Bat Yar, Holon, Bnel Brak 
and Petah Tikva. Ramat Gan’s Mayor 
Avraham Krinitzi had then said: “Rishon 
can go ahead and put its ads in the papers, 
declare blackouts, and even fast, for al 
We care.” 

Mr. Sheftel produced a letter from the 
Ministry of Agriculture promising there 
would te no more work on the lagoons 
until the Government probe reports back, 
“By ‘stopping-Mekorot and Tahal men, 
we are helping. the Government reach a 
fair decision,” he argued. 

Mr. Yitzhak Eren, who is leading’ the 
local campaign against the project, said 
that this week six wells.in Rishon have 
been forced by the Ministry of Heaith to 
stop pumping because, he said, dangerous 
amounts of nitrates and chemical fertil- 
isers were found in the water.

Yesterday, Liberal Knesset Member Yo- 
sef Tamir said the sewage: dispute could 
be solved if the lagoons were moved four 
kilometres to the south. The coat of the 
extra pipeline is worthwhile, in view of 
the health hazards at stake. he said. 

Members of the Knesset Interior Com- 
mittee who toured the site of the la- 
goong in preparation for their discussion 
of on the project next week, were told 
by the man who planned the scheme, 
Professor A. Arorami, that in the first 
experimental stage, seven million tons of 
sewage from Rishon, Bat Yam and Ho- 
Jon only will flow into the lagoons. If 
this succeeds, he said, 36 million tons will 
flow in stage two. Then stage three will 
pump 120 million tons from the entire 
Dan region.

The Mayors of this town and its twin, 
el-Bireh, Mr. Nadim Zarou and Mr. Abdul 
Jawad Saleh, in addition to various Arab 
women organizations asked the Milltary 
Government for permission to visit the 
prisoners. But the local Military Gover- 
nor, Sgan-Aluf David Brin, and the re- 
presentative of the Commander of Sa- 
maria, _ ἔπ (2, yesterday 
announced that only their retatives would 
be allowed to see them. 

The Jerusalem Post last night learnt 
that a demonstration planned here by the 
women's organizations for today is Ike- 
ly to be called off, as various Jocal circles 
have expressed satisfaction with the de- 
cision to permit family visits. 

As the interrogation has not yet been 
completed, it could not be disclosed last 
night if the women are accused of serv- 
ing any particular terrorist group.
